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Loch Ness is one of the chains of lochs which, 
being connected by the Caledonian Canal, form a 
complete waterway across Scotland between Inver¬ 
ness and Fort William. The Loch is about 24 miles 
long and from one to one and a half miles wide, 
a prominent feature at the southern extremity 
being the College and Monastery at Fort Augustus. 
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
